monwealth is large, but though many of the
people favor a second resort to the expedient
of repudiation, it is thought that Mississippi
has had enough of this, and will not again try

except so far as regards that portion of her
indebtedness contracted to assist tho rebellion,
all of which, it is believed, will bo ignored.

Another knotty question with which the
members will have to deal is that in relation to
admitting negro testimony in Courts. A ma-
jority of them are said to be in favor of this
concession, as indicated by their election of
Gov. Sharkey, who assents to the position
of U. S. Senator, and by choosing for State
Printer a gentleman who also favors it. There
are only two of the many difficulties with which
this Legislature will liave to wrestle.

As industry, generally, throughout the State
has been paralyzed by the war, and there is a
gTeat lack of the native energy necessary to re-
suscitate it, some practical but cruel jokers
have hoaxed the Mississippi negroes with a
story that on next Christmas day the Govern-
ment intends to give each of them a tract of
land, and hence many 0f them refuse to enter
into contracts with planters for a period exten-
ding beyond that time.

New York, Oct. 23 The Herald's Toronto
correspondent says that the members of the
Provisional Government and their supporters in
Canada, are in a state of great agitation in re-
gard to the Fenian movement. The Fenian
order has been known to exist there for years,
but occasioned little concern until the occur-
rence of recent eveats, which have
transpired in this country, England and Ire-
land.

The Canadian Government has, it is said,
organized and distributed throughout the
province a force of spies.

Great aetivity is reported to prevail in mili-
tary affairs. Changes in di sposition of troops
are being made, garrisons being strengthened
in regions where tae Irish people predominate,
investigations regarding tho loyalty of officers
and soldiers being instituted, and arms being
distributed among the citizens known
to be opposed tothe Feniaa designs.

The Custom authorities are new nervous over
receut large importations of war munitions
which is believed ultimately find their way
into the hands of Fenians, and it is reported
that the present movements in Ireland are
merely a ruse, and that the grand design is
when England has turned her troops into that
country, that the armed forces of the Order on
this side of the Atlantic shall seize Canada,
declare it an independent State, and place it
under the protection of the United States.

New York, Oct. 23. Tho substance of

President Johnson's remarks on the subject of
reconstruction in the Southern States, during

recent private interview with him. is given
with the President's approval, by Mr. G. L.
Stearns of Massachusetts.

Tho President, in reply to a remark that the
Democrats claimed that he had given over to
them, intimated that the Democratic party
has discovered that he was in advance of it,
and that it was now trying to come up to his
standard, and he hoped it would soon succeed

doing so. He enunciated his doctrine that
notwithstanding the secession of cer-

tain States, they were never out of the Union,
but that by their rebellious course they had
forfeited their civil government, to reconstruct
the machiuery of which, as soon as practicable,

considered the chief duty of the President
This, he says, cannot be done in a moment, but
such great and happy progress is being made in

that the results sometimes appear to him like
dream. He did not expect to forever deprive

them of their former civil rights, even of a ma-

jority of those who were excluded in the am-

nesty proclamation, but he intended that they
should sue tor pardon, and thus realize the en-

ormity of their crime.
He is in favor of allowing those negroes who

have served in the army, those who can read
and write and those who aro possessed of cer
tain other qualifications, to vole, but does not
think it is right, politic, or that he has the
right to force these conditions on the white
people of the South, though he believes that
they will, ere long, concede this privilege to
the freedmen. The President also favors basing
representatives in Congress on the number of
qualified voters, instead of on population, as at
present.

Xew4York, Oct. 23. Tho Herald's Raleigh
correspondent says of the North Carolina Con

veution : A singular announcement was made
by the chairman to the effect that, after dili
gent search, he was unable to procure a na-

tional flag to hoist over the capitol, and had to
send to New York for one.

Nothing, it is said, but the timely receipt of
the telegram from President Johnson, saying
that North Carolina should, at once and for-

ever, repudiate every dollar of the indebted-
ness contracted to assist tho rebellion, pre-
vented: the staving off, by the secession mem-
bers, of a vote on the ordinance completely ig-

noring that debt, as they had their plans very
adroitly laid for the purpose, but on the read-in- g

of the President's dispatch, the ordinance
was immediately taken up and passed, amid
cheering and great enthusiasm, there being but
a few negative votes. The proposed amend-
ment to submit it to a vote of the people was
not adopted.

The ordinance, which was passed for the or-
ganization, in some of the counties, of a mili-
tia force, to suppress outlawry, has, it is under-
stood, the approval of the national military
forces.

Resolutions were adopted requesting tho
President to restore to the people of North
Carolina their constitutional rights, to remove
tho military aud to transfer civilian prisoners
to the civil authorities.

Farther Point, Oct. 23. The steamer
Hibernia, from ..Liverpool, 12th aud London
deary 13th, arrived oft the Point with news
five days later.

A correspondence between Mr. Adams, the
American Minister, and Earl Russell, in relation
to the responsibility of England for the ravages
committed upon American commerce by rebel
pirates fatted out in England, had taken place.

COTTON CCIiTCBE.

Until recently when a man came "West and
purchased a tract ofland, his thoughts reached
no farther than as associated with the growth
of certala and their probable market value.
and many fortunes have thus been made. But
time has fully demonstrated that there are
other and more inviting fields for the invest-

ment of capital and labor than in the culture
of wheat, corn, rye, oats, and kindred cereals.
Especially is this the case in Southern Illinois.
"We allude to the culture of cotton. Acd we
are pleased to learn that the idea is becoming
quite current, and that many are embracing
the opportunity presented of realising fortunes
in Southern Illinois.

We have of late conversed with several gen-

tlemen irom the country who are engaged in

cotton raising, and been surprised when made
acquainted with the number thus occupied in
the counties contiguous to Alexander, and
the success which has thus far attended their
efforts.

"We are positively assured that between this
city and Carbondale 30,000 bales of cotton
have beeu raised the present year, and that
full 20,000 bales will be shipped from Carbon-dal- e

station alone. These figures surely de-

monstrate that cotton not only can be raised,
but actually has. been raised in this section.
Nor is this all, we are assured that in quantity
t the acre, and quality, Southern Illinois can
safely challenge any of the cotton growing
States of the South.

An average crop of cotton will be one bale
to the acre, upon which our dealers here
freely advance $150 per bale the balance
when returns are made from Eastern pur-

chasers. Each bale weighs from 400 to 550
pounds, which at but 50 cents per pound a
low average would bring from 200 to $275

por bale, or for the proceeds of one acre of

land.
How will these figures compare with those

realized from the growth aud sale of cereals.
The average yield of corn is from thirty-fiv- e

to forty bushels to the acre, and the prices
vary from thirty cents to seveuty-fiv- e cents per
bushel. Corn therefore to cotton stands as

does $30 to 200. Wheat will average not
more than twenty bushels to the acre, and

averages in pilco from 75 cents to $1 :75.

Wheat, therefore, would stand to cotton as,

say S35 to $200.
The soil and climate of Southern Illinois are

excellently well adapted to the prolific growth
of cotton, and certaiuly its culture is fully as

pleasant and requires but little more physical
or manual labor than does the culture of wheat
or corn. It roquires more hoeing than does

oora and about the same amount of plowing,
and is always more marketable than either
corn or wheat.

The great trouble experienced this year is

in procuring help to gather and prepare the
cotton for ginning. There are, in and around
Cairo, a great number of freedmea who well
understand picking cotton, and are unemploy-el- ,

and yet the cotton in several fields between
here and Carbondale is rotting for want of
hands to picW it This is partly owing to the
itiVvsiodition of the negroes to work, and partly
in consequence of the igorance, villainy ard
prejudice of the lower grades of whites, who,
in some places, have used violence towards
the blacks, and threatened thcui with death if
they continued at their lubor, thus driving
away those industriously inclined and giving to
Others aii cscuse with which to cover up their
idleness Et we are pleased to learn that the
military authorities have sent armed soldiers
into such districts and that hereafter the jlan-le- r

and laborer will both be protected in their
rights.

We trust that the agricultural portion of
the community will consider thc-s- ficts and

turu their attention to investigating them for

themselves. It is a notorious fact that the
corn crop is so great this year that farmers,

anticipating low prices, are turning their atten
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Of all lengths from 18 feet 4 inches to "2 feel " inch",
and pulling from four to sixteen ours.
